ing, Virtue, and Religion. : 


Tua they have all along hitherto purſued theſe ends, with 

great induſtry and ſucceſs: to the glory of God, the great profit 

of the Kingdom, and the raiſing it in honour and eſtimation, in 
foreign Countries. 


Trar many excellent Books have been written, by the mem- 
bers thereof, for the ſervice of Religion: and many uſeful diſ- 
coveries, and great improvements made, in Arts and Sciences. 


THrar many of the Nobility and Gentry have, by their Aca- 
demical Education, been fo well fitted for the ſervice of the Church 
and State, as to have proved the ornaments and fupports of both: 
And we are able to ſay thus much at this time, with the greater

Tuar if the Bill to reſtrain alienations of lands &c. ſhould 
paſs into a law without amendment, it will, as we apprehend, be 
attended with conſequences greatly prejudicial to us at preſent, and 
much more ſo in time to come; becauſe it will, in a-great meaſure, 
prevent all Donations, to ſupply preſent or future deficiencies, or 
for any other wiſe and good purpoſes, how uſeful and neceſſary ſo- 
ever they may be thought. 


Tram a conſiderable part of our Revenue ariſes from Annuities, 
and other certain payments iſſuing out of Lands and other Eſtates ; 
and that many of theſe payments, being fixed in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and ſtill continuing invariably the ſame, are now, b 
the great fall of money ſince that time, ſunk ſo far below their 


briginal value, as to be inſufficient to anſwer the purpoſes for which 


they were deſigned. 


Tn arm ſeveral Headſhips are under one hundred and twenty, 
ſome under one hundred pounds per annum. 


Tha the Salaries of ſome Profeſſorſhips are under fifty pounds 
per annum: And others, as thoſe of Botany, Anatomy, and Che- 
miſtry have no endowment at all. 


Trar the income of much the greateſt part of our Fellow- 
ſhips is under ſixty, of many under forty, of ſome ſo low as 
thirty, twenty, and fifteen pounds per annum. 


Tuna many of our Scholarſhips and Exhibitions amount not 
to above fix, four, and three pounds per annum; that ſome are 
even under thoſe {mall Summs: and many poor Students have nei- 
ther Scholarſhip nor Exhibition to help towards their maintenance. 


Tram the number of Advowſons, in moſt Colleges, is very 
ſmall in proportion to the number of Fellows. 


May it therefore pleaſe this Honourable Houſe, for theſe and 


ſuch other reaſons as your great wiſdom may ſuggeſt, to except this 
Univerſity, and the ſeveral Colleges therein, out of the ſaid Bill.
